The new automatic stoker pur- 
chased ‘by the town some time ago 
has been installed at the electric 
light ptant, and by all appearances 
is giving satisfaction so far as well 
as cutting down the cost of fuel to 
operate the plant. 

It has cost the town more to in- 
stal tthe machine than was expected 
because it was found that when 
the work was being done that a 
considerable amount of the brick- 
work that could not be seen crum- 
bled away when the machine was 
deing put in. 

Several people are now wanting 
the town to supply the power all 
night for different purposes, such 
as sickness, the convenience of hav- 
ing lights when the early morning 
train. comes in and for other pur- 
poses, It should not be a hard 
matter for the Council to arrange 
this, they chim, as the fires have 
to he banked up between 12.30 and 
4.30 a. m., taking a considerable 
amount of coal and the few hours 
between would only use up a little 
more, which would not amount to 
much in the Gost of operating the 
plant and give more service while 
it is thought the extra reventie de- 
rived would pay for the extra cost 
of fuel. The manual operation of 
the plant, they claim, could easily 
be arranged with the co-operation 
of the staff at tthe plant. a 

There is no dowbt that it would 
be a great convenience to have the 
power on for three or four winter 
months anyway. 


0. Levagood Killed in 
Mine Accident 


A sad accident occurred at Mul- 

j lan, Idaho on Menday, November 

24th, when Wesley Oscar Leva-

Levagood, of Westcott, was killed 
in a mine at that place.

Regina, Sask.—Providing for the es-

the government liquor bill was brought 
down and given its first reading In the 
legislature. 

The bill, which provides for the sale 
of liquor for beverage purposes under 
fovernment control, contemplates the 
adininistration of the business by a 
liquor board, which may comprise one, 
tw or three members, to be appointed 
by the government. 

No permits will be required by ihe 
purchaser of liquor for beverage pur- 
from the government stores,

US. MAY APPLY 
THE QUOTA LAW 
TO CANADIANS 


Washington.—The application of the 
present United States immigration pol- 
icy and proposed alterations in that 
policy, constitute a large part of the 
material on which the Labor depuait- 
ment’s annual report, as made public 
by Secretary Davis, is based. 

Three salient changes in immigra 
tion practice are suggested by Mr. 
Davis. The first would apply to citi 


zens of Canada, Mexico and other 
North American countries outside 
the United States, under the quota 
restrictions now governing the en- 

lands. 


The second would allow temporary 
increase in the admission of aliens in 
times of established and particular- 
ized labor shortage in the United 
States, and permit administrative re- 
strictions of all immigration under 
existing legal limits in times of un- 
émployment. The third major pro- 
@osal would require the registration 
and enrollment of all alfens admitted 
to the country. 

The present large inflow of immi- 
grants from Canada and Mexico, un- 
(restricted by the law so far as na- 
tive citizens of those countries are 
concerned, is putting a premium, says 
Mr. Davis, on “bootlegging of aliens.” 
Europeans in large numbers gaining 
fentrance to those -countries, he as- 
lserts, are being smuggled unlawfully 
to the United States, and he believes 
that placing them under the quota pro- 
Visions of the law would allow effec- 
tive steps to be taken to shut out the 
invaders,
